HOW WE TEACH 


By Frank Bond 
Although books alone do not 
make a school they are an im- 


rogram. Books can be divided 
into two main groups. Referenee 
and text books. Reference books 
are most aften found in our li- 
brary although:most of the class- 
rooms have reference books. In 
our library we plan to replace at 
least one set of reference books, 
such as the World Book or En- 
cyclopedia and add twenty to 
twenty-five copies of other books 
each year. 

In the classrooms in grades K 
6 all text books are furnished by 
the school. All work books that 
are used by individual student- 
are purchased by them. It is th 
school policy to replace a set 0° 
text books about every five-years 
depending on the subject mater- 
ial and the physical condition of 
the books. Latest editions of all 
the work books are ordered se 
that current editions are use? 
each year. 
There are two lines of’ thought 
regarding text books. When th 
school furnishes them it involves 
auite a financial outlay by thc 
school and it is not always finan. 
cially possible to provide the lat- 
est text books. The other plan is 


to have the -studenis. buy.. their- 


books each year. In this way it 
is possible to have the latest ed- 
itions of text books but the stu- 
dents are often left with a book 
that has only been used a year 
and is still a good book but o! 


the wrong edition. The second i 
plan of course throws the cost of, 
the text book entirely on each, 


student and family. 


.In grades 7 and 8 a rental fee} 


of $1.50 per yéar is charged each 
student. A set of text books in 


these grades will cost from een 


to $10.00. If the physical condi- 
tion of the books is good it is. the 
plan to replace a set of books a- 
bout every 5 years and it is ex- 
pected that the rental price will 
pay most of the bill. Sometimes 
books do not last 5 years and 
sometimes we are able to use 
them longer. The type of book 
and subject matter will also de- 
termine how long a book can be 
used. A basic mathematics book 
e 
fore a new edition is needed. A 
civics or government book must 
be changed quite often if we are 
fo_-Kkéép_it-up- 
In grades 9-12 a rental fee of 
$2.00 per year is charged as the 
price of a set of books runs as 
high-as $15.00 and usually has to 
be changed more often than books 
in the lower grades although we 
try and make a book last at least 
five years. In civics, a one sem- 
ester course, required by the 
State for graduation, we have dis- 
continued using the regular bound 
text that costs about $3.50. In 
its place we use a paper bound 
book that costs a little over a 
dollar. Such a book will last two 
years. It is then replaced by the 
new edition. In this way we have 
the latest editions in government- 
al regulation and laws. 

When a set of text books be- 
comes worn or outdated a commit- 
tee of teachers ‘and the school ad- 
ministration get samples of the 
avaitabie - books 
book companies, After studying 
and comparing them the new set 
is adopted. Sometimes this is a 
re-riced edition of the text hook
